The farmer living near one 
is always able to reach town in 
reasonable time, with comfort and 
with safety to life, horse and 
vehicle. The cost to the farmer 
has not been found burdensome 
and is more than made up to him 
by the saving in time, trouble, 
broken vehicles and injured hor- 
ses. The Whitney government 
have not ltinted at reversing the 
policy of their predecessors, 
which may be taken as their testi- 
mony that it has made good. 

The time would seem to have 
come for some such departure in 
Alberta. So far, the road-making 
business has been left altogether 
to the local improvement districts, 
aided occasionally by grants from 
the provincial treasury. Neces- 
sarily this has resulted in variety 
rather than uniformity in both 
the method of construction and 
the nature of the roads. It was 
the only method, however, avail- 
able ina new country with scat- 
tered population, and credit is 
due the districts that despite tre- 
mendous handicaps they have ac- 
complished so much.

The Dominion Loan. 


Some apprehension was felt 
with regard to the outcome on the 
London inarket of the loan just 
issued by the Dominion Govern- 
ment. Canada’s credit has been 
good, and there was never any 
doubt as to its being otherwise; 
but no Government of any of the 
Dominions of the Empire had 
previously ventured upon so large 
a loan as that which has been 
successfully launched by Mr. 
Fielding. A few days ago cabled 
information was received to the 
effect that the loan had been suc- 
cessfully underwritten at a good 
price, and yesterday the cables 
announced that the cash subsorip- 
tions for the loan had been very 
much better than anticipated. 

That so large a loan has been 
handled successfully and that 
Canada’s credit remains unim- 
paired is an incident that will af- 
ford satisfaction to Canadians gen- 
erally, but at the same time it does 
not remove all the difficulties that 
Mr. Fielding will have to wrestle 
with during the next few years. 
Canada has not ceased to [grow, 
and the completion of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific is not the last great 
undertaking that Canada will have 
to enter upon in its rapid material 
growth. When the new provinces 
of the West have been provided 
with the first requisite for their 


ital outlays that may require the 
aid of an able minister like Mr. 
Fielding. Upon him rests the very 
important duty of preserving Can- 
ada’s credit, and so far, in bis care, 
it has been maintained in an envi- 
able position. With continued 
care it will secure for future {needs 
the necessary capital. 

Mr. Fielding bas approached the 
London money market at a time 
when the revenues of the Domin- 
ion are steadily increasing as a re- 
sult of the improvement of trade. 
The customs receipts for tbe pre- 
sent financial year to date are con- 
siderably greater than they were 
at the same time last year. There 
could be no better indication of re- 
turning prosperity. Locally some 
of the largest jobbing houses’ trade 
was greater in June than in the 
corresponding month of any prev 
With this prosperity 
comes ample revenue, and with the 
Dominion’s unbounded resources, 
there is ample justification for the 
confidence reposed in COauadian 
Government securities by British 
investors.

The homesteader is required to perforth 
the homestead duties under one of the 
following plans : 

(1) At least six months’ residence upon 
and cultivaton of the land in each year for 
three years. 

(2) A homesteader may, if he so desires, 
perform the required residence dnties by liv- 
ing on farming rape owned solely by him, 
not leas than ei (80) acres in extent, in 
the vicinity of en 1omestead. Joint owner- 
ship in land will not meet the requirement. 

G ) If the father (or mother, if the father 
is deceased) of a homestender has permanent 
residenoe on farming land owned solely by 
him, not leas than eighty (80) acres in extent‘ 
in the vicinity of the homestead, or upon a 
homestead entered for by him in the vicinity, 
such homesteader may perform his own res- 
dence duties by living with the father (or 
mother). 

(4) The term ‘‘vicinity” in the two proced- 
sng paragraphs is defined as meaning not 
more than nine miles in a direct line, exoln- 
sive of the width of road allowances crossed 
in the measurement. 

(5)7A homesteader intending to perform 
his residence duties in accordance with the 
above while living with parents or on farm- 
ing land owned by himself must notify the 
Agent for the district of such intention.
